The bill on public Uoads, adopted
iu the House of Kcpresentatives iu
lieu of all others, has the following
leading provisions.

The County Court is required to
lay off counties into road districts,
appoint commissioners, whose duty
it shall be to lay out new roads",
change those already established,
employing a competent surveyor, to
have roads and bridges repaired; to
assess taxes, two thousand dollars
worth of property to represent a
hand; all umle inhabitants between
the ages of eighteen and fifty to
work rive days. Taxes may be "paid
in labor, and :i!so by teams," wagons,
plows, limcstono and gravel
are to he used where it can he had;
overseers to be appointed by the
ouiiuissioners, and work under

their direction.

whenever the pecuniary circumstan
ces of the patient arc not sucli as
clearly to forbid it.

In accordance with the commer
cial and mercantile practice of the
country, Physicians bills arc cou
sidered due upon rendition of scr
vice, and it is expected that Physi
cians will present them monthly ud
close up, at least, once every year,
wheu this can be done without se-

rious inconvenience to the patient,
Inasmuch as it does not accord

with fair competition, nor comport
with the iligtnty ol the profession,
it is deemed unprofessional to con
tract to attend individuals or a col
lection of persons by the vear, or
any period of time at auy stipulated
price, or under any circumstances,
except ou persons iu jail or public
institution

We will decline when knowing the
fact, to render professional service
to any person or family who refuses
to settle a bill for medical services
rendered wheu iu accordance with
the fee bill, to be determined by re
ferencc to the association.

Any member of the Profession iu
Jackson transgressing or not con
forming to the above fee-bi- ll aud
rules, except under circumstances
to be iudced bv the Association,
shall be deemed beyond the pale of
the protcssiou, aud all consultation
aud professional intercourse with-
held, aud we will decline to hold
professioual communion with those
who may consult with such persons
knowingly.

Deducting the Confederate Mili
tary Hoard bonds, $5,791,000, will
reduce the debt including interest
bearing; principal, and non-intere- st

bearing past due coupons, to a lit
tle over t;i5,OOU,0OJ. These boixis
appear in every otlicial report as
part of the just debts of the State.
A portion of the $3,000,000 past due
interest, which, it is proposed to
fund that interest may be paid on it
as well as on the principal, was cre
ated from them. But these bonds
are null and void, because in direct
conflict with section four of the
Fourteenth amendment to the Con-
stitution of the United States, which
says:

Section 4. Kut nei-
ther the United States, nor any
State, shall assume or pay any debt
or obligation incurred in aid of in-
surrection or rebellion against the
United States. All such
debts, obligations and claims shall
be held illegal and void.

This is a plain provision of the
Federal Constitution. 1'tit is pro-
posed by the funding ring? The
bill which lias just passed the Sen-
ate by a vote of 14 to 9, provides for
funding not otily the 5,000,000 of
past due interest, but also the

bonds issued for the Confed-
erate Military Hoard, and whose as-

sumption is expressly prohibited by
an amendment to the Constitnt.on
of the United States. Unsophisti-
cated people will ask: Why, nt a
time when interest on the principal
of the public debt cannot be paid,
should members of the Legislature
uot only demand the assumption of
interest ou interest, fcut also the
funding of nearly $8,000,000 in defi-
ance of the Constitution of the
United States? Unsuspecting tax
payer, we, too, have asked the same
(jucstiou; we ak it to-da- y; but the
echo of our words is the only an-
swer. "The honor of the State," is
mumbled by some who are lending
their votes and influence to this
monstrous iniquity. Patriotism,
which Dr.Johnsou not inaptly term-
ed "the last refuge of a scoundrel,"
demands it, meekly reply others,
who seek to blind the people by as-

suring them that the proposition
looks only to fuuding the just debt
of tho State that should justly bear
interest. The Confederate military
bonds, amounting to $o,791,i0O, aud
that portion of tho past due inter-
est accruing from them, should be,
as proposed by Mr. Cummins, ex-
cluded from classification as part of
the public debt. That this princi-
pal is illegal, aud null and void in
a word, docs not belong to the debt

the section quoted of tho fourt-
eenth Amendment is proof. And
the principal being illegal, the inter-
est on it is necessarily illegal. The
just debt, then, is: lhit ilO.tsW.uuO
bearing six per eeut, or $600,000 an-
nual interest, and second: a portion
of the $5,000,000 past due coupons,
which do not bear interest, but
which the bond jobbers propose
shall do so. If the scheme, which
wa crowded through the Senate, be
adopted by the House, let the peo-
ple prepare to pay interest duriDg
their natural lives ou these items:
First: id,ihhi,oio just debt, now
bearing interest: second, $.". ,titio
no now bearing interest, aud a por-
tion of which, beiDg interest on
Confederate Military Bonds, is not
a lesral debt; aud third. $0,7yi,tM
bonds issued expressly for ue by
the Confederate States Military
Board, aud whose recognition anil
payment as part of the public debt
are prohibited by the Federal Con-
stitution. If the funding ring,
